New York Official Found Guil- 
ty of Failing to File Re- . 
turns on $69,000.

NEW TORK, April 11.—Deputy 
City Clerk James J. McCormick, 
in charge of the Marriage License 
Bureau, was found guilty in a 
sealed verdict opened in Federal 
Court today of failing to file Fed- 
eral income tax returns showing 
the receipt in 1920 and 1930 of 
$69,000 in tips from bridegroonis. 

The verdict, however, acquitted 
McCormick on two felony counts 
eharging attempts to evade and de- 
feat the income tax laws in the 
same years. 

The verdict of guilty was on two 
counts, both misdemeanors, which 
carry a maximum penalty of a year 
in jail and a $10,000 fine each. 

McCormick, who was indicted 

April 12, 1932, was charged with 
haying wilfully evaded and failed 
to report a taxable income of 8222 
388, although he was put on trial 
only on charges relating to 1929 
and 1930.

NO SPECIAL ELECTION 
FOR UNIVERSITY CITY 


City Attorney Rules Leading 
Candidate When Ballots

No special election will be neces-

In its discretion, the board could 
construct transmission lines within 
a reasonable distance from present 
lines to farms and villages not now 
supplied with electric power and 
sell such power at reasonable rates. 

Five per cent of the gross pro- 
ceeds from the sale of power gen- 
erated at Dam No. 2, or from the 
steam plant in that vicinity, would 
be paid to the State of Alabama, 
and 5 per cent from the proceeds 
of power manufactured at Cove 
Creek or other dams to be located 
in Tennessee would \be paid to that 
state. 

Experiment With Fertilizers. 

Upon completion of Cove Creek 
dam, the board would ascertain 
how much excess power would 
then be generated at dam No. 2 or 
others to be constructed below 
Cove Creek and assign 2% per cent 
of gross proceeds each to Alabama 
and Tennessee. 

The board would experiment with 
production of fertilizers at the 
shoals with a view to improving 
and cheapening its production. 

It would be authorized to con- 
tract with commercial producers 
“for the production of such fer- 
tilizers as may be needed in the 
Government’s program of develop- 
ment and introduction in excess of 
that produced by Government 
plants.” 

It also would “arrange with farm- 
ers and farm organizations for 
large scale practical use of the 
new forms of fertilizers under con- 
ditions permitting an accurate mea- 
sure of the economic return they 
produce.” 

For national defense and agri- 
cultural purposes, fixed nitrogen 
would also be manufactured at the 
shoals by modernizing existing fa- 
cilities or by “any other process 
deemed wise and profitable for the 
fixation of atmospheric nitrogen.” 

The explosives could be sold to 
the Government at cost and the 
board could donate all the output 
for agricultural purposes to agri- 
cultural colleges and county demon- 
stration agents for experimentation 
and introduction among farmers.

ROBBER KILLED | 
FATHER OF TER 


Samuel Goldstein Apparent- 
ly Routed Assailant After 
He Was Wounded Mor- 


tally in Struggle. 


Detectives concluded last night 
that Samuel Goldstein, 56-year-old 
retired automobile salvage dealer 
and father cf 10 children, who was 
slain in front of 1803 Bacon street 
early Sunday morning, routed his 
assailant by revolver fire after he 
had ben mortally wounded. 

Several residents of the block 
told of hearing what they thought 
to be automobile backfire, followed 
by five sharp reports. From the 
fact that Goldstein was shot by a 
.88-caliber revolver, detectives con- 
cluded that the first heavy report 
was that of his assailant’s weapon, 


and the five sharp reports the fir- 
ing of his own .32-caliber revolver. 

: No Loot Obtained. 

The resistance he offered, de- 
tectives concluded, routed his slay- 
er, who apparently had intended to 
rob Goldstein. The possessions of 
the slain man were not molested, 
however. On his body were found 
two diamond rings worth about 
$300, a wrist watch, pocket watch 
and $4 in cash. 

At the inquest Mrs. Iva Walker, 
38-year-old widow, told how Gold- 
stein had left her home at 1801 
Bacon street, a few moments be- 
fore the shooting. Earlier in the 
evening he, Mrs. Walker and her 
12-year-old son, George Feyerbend, 
had been to a motion picture show, 
and later they had done some shop- 
ping. They arrived at the Walker 
home about 11:30, and Goldstein 
had left a few minutes before 1 
o’clock. 

Recently Beat Auto Thief. 


Goldstein, a widower, had told 
friends he intended to put up a 
fight if he were stopped a hold- 
up man. Three weeks ago his au- 
tomobile was stolen from in front 
of Mrs. Walker’s place and a short 
time later Goldstein came upon the 
ear and driver in a filling station 
at Grand boulevard and Cass ave- 
nue. 

With revolver drawn, he ordered 
the thief from the car and struck 
him several times with the weapon 
before he fled. Policemen saw the 
possibility the thief 1aight have shot 
Goldstein by way of reprisal for 
this incident, but regarded it as 
much more lixely that his slayer 
intended to rob him. 

Goldstein lived at 5845A Terry 
avenue. He formerly operated the 
St. Louis Automobile Salvage Co., 
6616 Easton avenuc, which recently 
he turned over to his sons.

SAFEGUARDS FROM > 
JUDICIARY BILL 


Passes Amendment to Let 
Party Committees Decide 
on Method of Nominating 
Candidates for Bench. 


By CURTIS A. BETTS, 
A Staff mag me of the Post- 
Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, April 11.— 
The Senate this afternoon amended 
the judicial convention bill to place 
completely in the hands of political 
party committees the nomination of 
all candidates for the Supreme 
Court, the Courts of Appeals and 
for Circuit Judges in St. Louis. The 
bill must be returned to the House, 
where it is doubtful that the Senate 
amendment will be agreed to. 

Through the action of the Sen- 
ate, if approved by the House, tl.e 
voters will be denied all voice in the 
nomination of the major judicial 


candidates except such as the party 
committees may be willing to con- 
cede to them. 

The Senate amendment struck 
from the measure the protective 
clauses inserted by the author, 
Representative McMillan Lewis of 
St. Louis, who provided for the 
nominations by coriventions con- 
sisting of delegates elected by the 
voters. As amended, the bill pro- 
vides that the delegates shall be 
chosen in such manner as the 
party committees, which are given 
the power to decide whether nomi- 
nations shall be by convention or 
primary, shall decide. 

The committees would thus be 
permitted to return to.the old dis- 
credited pirate) system, under 
which delegates were chosen at po- 
litically controlled mass meetings, 
without any law to guard against 
fraud. 

The party State committees 
would decide whether there should 
be conventions for the nomination 
of candidates for the Supreme 
Court and for the three Courts of 
Appeals, and the party city com- 
mittees in St. Louis would decide 
whether there should be conven- 
tions for the nomination of candi- 
dates for the Circuit Court. 

When the bill was called up in 
the Senate, Senator Clark of Rich- 
mond offered virtually a new bill, 
which would have included in the 
convention system the nomination 
of United States Senator, Governor 
and all State officers. Senator 
Bales of Eminence offered an 
amendment to strike out all except 
the judiciary. 

Senator Casey of Kansas City ob- 
jected to the exclusion of all State 
candidates and also objected te the 
inclusion in the convention sygtem 
the candidates for nominations for 
United States Senator and Gover- 
nor and offered an amendment to 
carry out his ideas, which would 
have made candidates for Gover- 
nor and United States Senator sub- 
ject to nomination in the primary 
and for all other State officers by 
convention. 

The Casey amendment was re 
jected by the Senate, which then 
adopted the Bales amendment, re- 
stricting the previsions of the act 
to judicial candidates. 

On passage the bill received 18 
votes, the minimum number re- 
quired. While the House voted for 
the convention system for nomina- 
tion of judicial candidates in the 
manner set out in Representative 
Lewis’ original bill, the measure 
which will go back to it is very dif- 
ferent and House leaders said they 
did not believe it could be passed 
in that form. 


State Buying Bill Back in Original 
, Form. 

The House Committee on Pur- 
chasing and Supplies reserved an 
earlier decision and decided yes- 
terday to leave the office of State 
Purchasing Agent, to be created by 
a bill under consideration, under 
the Governor’s control. 

The bill creating the office of 
Purchasing Agent was one of the 
principal measures of the Gover- 
nor’s program to concentrate under 
his direct control the power to ap- 
point and remove at pleasure all 
State appointive officers. 

The Senate pased the bill without 
much debate. When it reached the 
House committee, however, a sub- 
stitute bill appeared from an un- 
explained source. The substitute 
vested purchasing authority in a 
commission consisting of the Sec- 
retary of State, the State Auditor 
and the State Treasurer. 

Though none of the State officers 
evinced the sligh interest in the 
measure publicly, a report got 
about that some of them resented 
the loss of political patronage which 
comes through purchasing and de- 
sired to curb the Governor in his

Unequal Reductions—Bill 
Goes Back to Senate. 
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By a Staff Correspondent ot the; 
Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, April 11— 
The Senate bill providing for a 165 
per cent reduction of State salaries 
was passed by the House this noon 
with amendments which sent it 
back to the Senate for concurrence. 

It is expected that the Senate will 
not agree to all of the amendmen ts 
and a conference committee will 
have to be named. 

AS amehde /i, the bill is of such 
elasticity that department heads 
will be able to cut the salaries of 
some employes more than 15 per 
cent and of others less than 15 per 
cent. The pay of a few favored em- 
ployes may not be cut at all. 

The salaries of the Governor's up- 
pointees are not reduced by the 
bill, since it provides that the ag- 
gregate of salaries fixed by the 
Governor shall not exceed the inax- 
imum provided by statute and that 
the aggregate of salaries fixed by 
an elective or appointive officer, 
commission, board or bureau, shall 
not exceed 85 per cent of the max- 
imum fixed by statute. 

The Governor fixes salaries for 
his office employes as well as his 
appointees. Thus, if appropriation 
bills entitle him to $100,000 for of- 
fice employes and appointees, he 
will get that amount and the Fi- 
nance Commissioner, the Insurance 
Commissioner and many another, 
will continue to get the same sal- 
ary, if the Governor so desires. 
These commissioners, however, if 
they are entitled to $100,000 to pay 
their employes, will be able to get 
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gages and accrued interest.

WASHINGTON, April 11.—Mrs. 
Roosevelt has made public the 
typical White House weekly menu, 
based on a scientific study of a 
balanced diet. 

The recipes were prepared by the 
Home Economics College of Cor- 
nell University. 

The weekly menu follows: 


MONDAY. 


Breakfast—Farina with milk and 
sugar, whole wheat toast with but- 
ter. Milk for children. Coffee for 
adults. 

Dinner—Meat loaf with creamed 
potatoes, lettuce salad, whole wheat 
bread and butter, stewed prunes. 
Milk for children. 

Supper—Scalloped tomatoes with 
cheese, whole wheat bread with 
butter, Scotch wafers, cocoa for all. 
Give only weak cocoa to young 
children. 


TUESDAY. 


Breakfast—Oatmeal with milk 
and sugar, whole wheat toast with 
butter. Milk for children. Coffee 
for adults. 

Dinner—Hot stuffed eggs with 
tomato sauce, mashed potatoes, 
whole wheat bread and butter, 
prune pudding. Milk for children. 

Supper—Apple and cabbage salad, 
peanut butter sandwiches, cocoa 
for all. For the child of 2 or 3 
years the tender leaves of cabbage 
may be chopped and put in a sand- 
wich. 


WEDNESDAY. . 


Breakfast—Tomato juice for chil- 
dren, oatmeal with milk, bread and 
butter, milk for children, coffee for 
adults. 

Dinner—Vegetable stew, whole 
wheat bread and butter, caramel 
blanc mange, milk for children.

Served as Assistant to Former Cir- 
cuit Attorney Sidener for 
Eight Years.

$15,157,953 IN GOLD PUT 
BACK IN RESERVE BANK HERE 


The Federal Reserve Bank of St. 
Louis has received $15,157,953 in 
gold coins and gold certificates 
since the bank holiday when the 
Treasury requested the return of 
gold which had been withdrawn. 

Gold deposits of St. Louigans 
have totaled $6,347,351 and from 
elsewhere in the Eighth Federal 
Reserve District deposits of 38.810, 
602 have been received. 

President Roosevelt, by executive 
order last week, made the hoar ding 
of gold punishable by imprisonment 
up to 10 years and a fine up to 
$10,000. Gold required in the ordi- 
nary uses of trade, individual hold- 
ings up to $100 and certain othe: 
exceptions were made.

The experiment is to determine 
whether electricity can be sold at 
a flat rate like water and thus 
eliminate costly meter reading and 
bookkeeping. The rate now charged 
for supplying houses with current 
is 4 pence a week, about 6 cents at 
the current rate of exchange. 5 
“Meters are still in use,“ the 
Commerce Department report said, 
“but only as a check to determine 
the quantity of electricity used dur- 
ing the period of experimentation. 
Under the proposed system there 
will be no restriction on the amount 
of current used in the subscribers 
home, it was stated.” 

Officers of the plant think that 
the law of averages will apply, the 
report says, and while some house- 
holds may use excessive quantities 
of current, others will be saving. 
They are also of the opinion that 
in the long run.each home would 
require the same amount of energy 
if it is equipped on definite lines 
in proportion to the cubic capacity 
or floor area. 

Should the experiment prove suc- 
cessful, the report says, the of- 
ficials expect that every home in 
the area would represent a definite 
and worthwhile revenue to them 
and at the same time the expense 
of periodic meter reading, checking 
and compilation of bills would be 
eliminated.

Alleged Confession of One

LONDON, April 11—The British 
Government has made public in- 
formation intended to show the 
Russian secret police used intimi- 
dating methods in attempting to 
obtain confessions from six Brit- 
ish engineers who are going on 
trial tomorrow in Moscow. 

The six defendants are charged 
with sabotage, espionage and brib- 
ery. Officials here have stressed 
that the death penalty may be in- 
yoked in event of conviction. 

A second white paper on the 
dase, issued last night, said that 
he Russian police directed a 
woman to set a trap for one of 
the men. 

One communication from Brit- 
ish diplomatic officials in Mos- 
cow said John Cushny, one of the 
prisoners, was offered $250 a 
month to do work without the 
knowledge of his company, the 
Metropolitan-Vickers Electrical 
Equipment Co., of Manchester, but 
iat he refused. 

“A Russian woman was sent for 
by the authorities and instructed 
to seduce Monkhouse and persuade 
him to do this work. She refused,” 
the telegram continued. 

Alan Monkhouse was head of the 
Metropolitan-Vickers staff in Rus- 
sia. He faces trial with five of his 
British assoicates. 

Theory About Confession. 

The white paper said that appar- 
ent “voluminous conféssions” were 
obtained from one of the men, L. 
C. Thornton. Monkhouse was quot- 
ed as saying ‘Thornton possibly 
broke down and made false confes- 
sions because of threatened expos- 
ure of alleged relations between 
himself and Mme. Kotusova, a 40- 
year-old secretary of the company. 

Another message said Thornton 
was questioned “once 21 hours 
without a break, with a strong cur- 
ent of menacing hints and occa- 
Nonal suggestions of lucrative em- 
ployment in return for satisfactory 
answers.” 

Another message told of Thorn- 
ton being confronted by Mme. Kuto- 
sova, who is described as a “nor- 
mally able and intelligent woman of 
about 40.“ 

“She was in a pitiable state of 
terror,” the message said, “and like 
other Russians with whom Thorn- 
ton was confronted, after initial 

esitation she reeled off her accu- 
sation mechanically and in an un- 
natural voice as if by heart. Thorn- 
ton repudiated it entirely.” 
Envoy's Opinion of Case. 

Previous diplomatic messages told 
of similar protracted questioning of 
Monkhouse. The first white paper 
carried the opinion of Ambassador 
Sir Esmond Ovey that the trial 
was a show to cover up failures of

“scapegoats.”

WASHINGTON, April 11.— Soon 
after President Roosevelt’s epochal 
proclamation of a gold embargo and 
a nation-wide banking holiday, on 
the second day of his administra- 
ticn, two versions of the genesis of 
the order were published. One story 


had it that President Roosevelt 
himself uncovered the Federal stat- 
ute—the wartime trading with the 
enemy act—on which he based his 
authority for his dramatic action. 
The other was that a similar order, 
based on the same act, had been 
prepared by the outgoing adminis- 
tration, which had seriously con- 
templated its issuance. 


The stories appeared to conflict, 
but both of them, as the writer is 
able to state on the authority of 
participants in the stirring events 
of the first days of the Roosevelt 
administration, were. true. 

To complete the record of those 
tense days, the writer sets down 
this account of how the order of 
March'5 came into being. The swift 
rush of subsequent events has made 
March 5, though only a few weeks 
in the past, seem a remote date, 
but the executive order bringing 
the banks under presidential con- 
trol remains a vivid memory, and 
the consequences of the order will 
be felt for a long time to come. 


Report to Hoover. 

President Hoover was told a year 
ago of the authority that might be 
used by the executive in a banking 
emergency under the wartime, but 
unrepealed, trading with the enemy 
act. The information was not act- 
ed upon, and apparently it passed 
out of the President’s mind. About 
a month before the end of the ad- 
ministration, when it began to seem 
that drastic presidential action 
might be required, the trading with 
the enemy act was again called to 
his attention. 

He saw its possibilities, and 
asked the Department of Justice 
for an opinion as to how far it 
would permit him to go. Attorney- 
General Mitchell reported that al- 
though the President’s power to 
take command of the banks was 
not unclouded with doubt, the act 
contained a certain color of au- 
thority for-this action. 

There was much conferring back 
and forth, Treasury officials, bank- 
ers, members of the Federal Re- 


House. 

After the Michigan bank closing, 
matters went from bad to worse. 
The President finally decided to is- 
sue an executive order, along the 
lines of the one that Roosevelt later 
issued, if the President-elect would 
join him in the action. The pro- 
posal was put up to Roosevelt upon 
his arrival here March 2, the Thurs- 
day before inauguration day. 
Roosevelt declined to share the re- 
sponsibility with Hoover. He took 
the position, as he had earlier done 
in the matter of the foreign debt, 
that he could not accept responsi- 
bility without authority. He be- 
lieved, it is said, that the effect of 
the order would be weakened if it 
came from two men rather than 
solely from the seat of authority— 
the presidency. He thought that 
joint action might carry the impli- 
cation that some doubt existed as 
t» the complete authority of the 
President to act. He is reported to 
have said to intermediaries that he 
had studied the question as a law- 
yer and was convinced that Presi- 
dent Hoover had full power to act 
if he cared to do so. 

Hoover Was Doubtful. 

The question was again canvassed 
by President Hoover. It was again 
put up to Mitchell, who is declared 
to have said, in effect, that the 
President had a semblance of au- 
thority under the trading with the 
enemy act. Mitchell's opinion ap- 
pears to have confirmed the doubt 
in the President’s mind. Then it 
was suggested to the President, and 
the suggestion is said to have been 
supported by Secretary of the 
Treasury Mills, that he limit the 
proposed executive order to a gold 
embargo and issue it in that form. 
He replied that he would do so if 
the Federal Reserve Board would 
recommend such an order. The 
Reserve Board made no recommen- 
dation, and the whole business went 
over to President Roosevelt. 

When the suggestion was con- 
veyed to Roosevelt that there was 
ample authority in existing statutes 
‘for a bank holiday and gold embar- 
go order, he remarked that he was 
already fully aware of that fact, 
as he had discovered the n@gessary 
powers several weeks before in the 
trading with the enemy act. 

On the Sunday night following his 
induction into office on Saturday, 
President Roosevelt proceeded to 
act. 


GERMAN, AUSTRIAN 
LEADERS IN ROME 
IQ Kt MUSSOLN 


Representatives of Three 
Nations Under Dictator- 
ship in Italian Capital at 
Same Time.

ROME, April i11—The simul- 
taneous presence as visitors in 
Rome of Engelbert Dollfurr, 
Chancellor of Austria, who ar- 
rived by air from Vienna this af- 
ternoon; Hermann Goering, new 
Premier of Prussia, who talked 
with Premier Mussolini today for 
more than an hour, and Vice Chan- 
cellor von Papen of Germany, who 
has been in conference with Musso- 
lini, is puzzling political observers. 
Their arrival brings to this city 
representatives of the three princi- 
pal nations under dictatorship, Doll- 
fuss having ruled alone in Austria 
for the last, month. 

Each of them says he is here for 
the Holy Week ceremonies and em- 
phasizes that he will see the Pope, 
but the Diplomatic Corps think 
there is more to the visit than that. 
Goering went to the Premier's 
office not long after the French 
Ambassador had presented a copy 
of his Government’s memorandum 
on the Mussolini Four-Power Peace 
Conference. It was assumed that 
they discussed the memorandum, 
but no statement was issued. 
Dolifuss appears to have come 
here to be on short notice. An in- 
dication that he decided to come 
at the last moment was seen in 
the fact that the Pope is to receive 
him on Holy Thursday, a thing 
which is virtually never done. Had 
the Vatican known sooner that he 
was coming, the audience probably 
would have been scheduled for an- 
other day. An official announce- 
ment in Vienna last night said Doll- 
fuss extended a visit to Premier 
Mussolini.

MUSSOLINI GETS FRENCH 
PROPOSAL OF 4-POWER PLAN 


Unofficial Italian Reaction Is That 
Changes Suggested Are not 
Acceptable.

ROME, April 11.—Premier Mus- 
solini today received from Henry 
de Jouvenel, French Ambassador to 
Italy, the text of a French proposal 
bearing on the Premier's four- 
Power peace plan. 

The unofficial Italian reaction 
was that the memorandum contains 
a counter-proposal which so con- 
siderably’ modifies the Mussolini 
peace plan that it cannot be ac- 
cepted. 

A statement of the Fascist Grand 
Council April 6 that the plan must 
stand as it is without modification 
still holds, it is said. Mussolini is 
willing to accept a slight reword- 
ing, it is explained, but the French 
memorandum contains fundamental 
changes. 

At the same time, the friendliness 
of the tone of the memorandum 
was commented upon here favor- 
ably, as well as the careful atten- 
tion the French have given the 
plan.

PLAN DESIGNED TOO 
SATISFY FRANCE 


Premier Bennett to Repre- 
sent Canada, Third Na- 
tion to Accept Invitation 
to Washington.

WASHINGTON, April 11. — The 
Roosevelt administration is seri- 
ously considering as a possible 
way to break the European dis- 
armament, deadlock, the proposal 
of Ramsay MacDonald of Great 
Britain under which the United 
States and other signatories to the 
Paris peace pact would agree to 
consult in event of its violation. 

In the forthcoming international] 
economic conversations here, in 
which the British Prime Minister 


and former Premier Herriot of 
France will take part, the idea ad- 
vanced at Geneva as a part of 
MacDonald’s disarmament plan will 
be an important subject of discus- 
sion. 

If the United States should agree 
to this extension of its responzibil- 
ity under the Paris peace pact and 
the French should feel such Ame.- 
ican action would sufficiently in- 
sure their security against attack, 
officials think French objections 
which have acted to prevent agree- 
ment at Geneva, might dissolve 
sufficiently to permit some definite 
accomplishment. 

Canada to Send W 
Three of the nations invited to 
send representatives to Washington 
have definitely accepted. Others 
are expected to fall in line soon. 
Canada is the third nation in addi- 
tion to Great Britain and France. 
Canada will be represented here by 
Prime Minister Richard B. Bennett. 

In the conversations on how to 
better world conditions, President 
Roosevelt will talk first with Mac- 
Donald, who is expected here about 
April 21, then with Herriot and 
Bennett in quick succession, with 
the others to follow as rapidly as 
possible. 

Although most emphasis has been 
placed on the approaching conver- 
sations as a step toward removal 
of trade barriers, Mr. Roosevelt in 
his invitation to MacDonald 
stressed also “the need for making 
further progress toward practical 
disarmament.” 

French Demand for Security. 

The rock against which most of 
the disarmament proposals have 
come to grief has been the insis- 
tence of France upon some guaran- 
tee of security in case it should be 
attacked. Accordingly, the . very 
first article of the MacDonald dis- 
armament plan which has been 
adopted as a basis for discussion at 
Geneva is headed “security,” and 
provides for consultation of the na- 
tions, including the United States, 
in event of a breach or threat of a 
breach of the treaty of Paris. 

The Democratic platform specif- 
ically called for consultative provi- 
sions in regard to the Paris pact. 
While considering the proposal, the 
Roosevelt administration is weigh- 
ing the attitude of the American 
vublic, since such a step would 
seem to mark a definite move to- 
ward closer association with otl. er 
nations. Mr. Roosevelt has not for- 
gotten the sharp rebuff adminis- 
tered to the last Democratic Pres- 
ident, Woodrow Wilson, on joining 
the League of Nations. On the 
other hand, officials feel that the 
MacDonald proposal would not 
commit this Government to any- 
thing like the extent of the League 
Covenant. 

Secretary Hull, in a press confer- 
ence, left no doubt that wheat and 
silver would be taken up in the 
conversations with the various mis- 
sions. He pointed out that these 
subjects were on the formal pro- 
gram of the world economic con- 
ference, and said the Washington 
discussions might embrace any or 
all of those topics. 

No Joint Conversations. 

Although Herriot plans to be in 
Washington at the same time as 
MacDonald, President Roosevelt 
does not expect to hold joint con- 
versations with the two on the eco- 
nomic subjects they have been 
asked to discuss. The intention is 
to stick to the original program of 
talking to each nation's representa- 
tive individually, despite word from

Air scouts reported that Chinese 
troops in the Taitowying and Hai- 
yang districts were retreating to- 
ward the southwest; some of the 
Chinese groups apparently fighting 
compatriots. There is an Ameri- 
can mission at Taitowying, and 
Haiyang, farther eastward, is only 
a few miles north of Chinwangtao, 
Chihli province, a Yellow Sea port. 

Japanese reports from Shan- 
haikwan said Gen. Ting Chiang’s 
Manchukuo volunteer army was ad- 
vancing around Chinwangtao again 
today. 

Japanese dispatches, which were 
denied by Chinese, said Gen. Takata 
had captured the town of Kien- 
changying after a fight and that 
Gen. Hattori had raised the Japa- 
nese flag over Sahochiao.

Rabies and Foolish Dog Theories.

The disease of rabies exists. But it 
is almost as rare as leprosy. Not one 
supposedly mad dog in thousands is real- 
ly hydrophobic. Moreover; a rabid dog is 
a desperately sick dog, often too sick and 
too dazed to go far out of his way to 
assail anyone. 

Among the myriad and senseless theo- 
ries about dogs, two have always stood 
out as supposed tests of rabies: That a 
dog which foams at the mouth is mad, 
and that an early symptom of rabies is a 
dog’s refusal to drink water. Both are 
lies. A dog may foam at the mouth or 
may slaver from any of a dozen trivial 
causes, which range from indigestion to 
temporary nervousness. Also, if a dog 
refuses to drink water; there is just one 
genuine cause for refusal, namely, that 
he is not thirsty.

WAS much gratified to learn from an 

editorial which appeared in the Post- 
Dispatch of March 27 that you are 
against Communism. Otherwise one 
would never guess it, judging from some 
of the articles published on the editorial 
page. Every day or so an article appears 
criticising Georgia for mistreating some 
Communist, or murderoug black, and the 
Post-Dispatch makes no bones about the 
fact that it is horrified by some of the 
atrocities that go on in some Southern 
States, such as putting criminals out in 
the hot sun and making them pound 
rocks.

In Defense of the Farm Bill. 
To the Editof of the Post-Dispatch: 
N a recent letter in this column, fear 
was expressed that passage of the 
farm relief bill would be a death sen- 
tence by slow starvation for the poor of 
* the cities. The article drew the conclu- 
sion that help to the farmers must be 
at the expense of city consumers. 
Tour contributor and those sharing his 
fears may take courage. They simply 
failed to consider what takes place after 
the product leaves the farm and before 
it reaches the city table. Corn flakes in 
eight-ounce cardboard containers retail 
at 8 or 9 cents per box—approximately 
310 for a bushel of corn, the farm price 
ort which is not over 20 cents. Dairy 
products, garden truck, fruit, meat, etc., 
all undergo a like mark-up as they jour- 
ney from farm to table. 

Now is the time to put the farmer in 
position as the best customer for city 
merchandise. A bankrupt agriculture can- 
not buy from or furnish work for city 
workmen or merchants. A slight increase 

_in foodstuff prices will not be felt if it 
leads to better employment. 

In other words, the classes must deal 
fairly and help each other to live and 
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cation to railroads is not an easy matter. This 
proved by the case of the Missouri, Pacific, the first 
railroad to avail itself of the law. 

Judge Charles B. Faris of the Federal Court in the 
Eastern District of Missouri placed the Missouri Pa- 
cific in the hands of the present management. Judge 
Faris said that, as he construed the new Federal 
‘bankruptcy law, he was not requifed to appoint a 
trustee for the railroad, and unless some contin- 
gency should seem to call for such action, he did 
not expect to do so. In his order, issued last Friday, 
he left control of the railroad in the hands of the 
present management, reserving the right to name a 
trustee or trustees. This left L. W. Baldwin, presi- 
dent of the Missouri Pacific, in charge, subject to the 
Court's supervision and approval. 

The Nation, a liberal weekly published in New 
York, feels that Judge Faris should have placed the 


| Missouri Pacific in the hands of trustees independent 


of the financial interests which have controlled the 
system. Judge Faris dissents from this view. The 
Missouri Pacific petition reached him March 31, on 
which day he made his order placing the road in 
the hands of the present management. It was not 
until April 1, or 36 hours after the order was- made, 
that he received the panel from the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. He did not, as the Nation as- 
sumes, have the panel before him when he made the 
order. Nor does it follow that he would have select- 
ed a trustee from that list had it been before him. 
Apparently, he was far from feeling that in this way 
the Missouri Pacific could be removed from the in- 
fluence of the interests behind the system. 
The question is, Who controls the railroad? The 
Nation thinks the great Missouri Pacific system is 
still under the control of the Allegheny Corporation, 
which over-capitalized it. This is not, in our opin- 
jon, a correct interpretation of the situation. Our un- 
derstanding is that Judge Faris is in charge of the 
railroad. The operatives are responsible to him, not 
to the Allegheny Corporation. He alone has power 
to remove them. They are accountable to him for 
administration of the company’s affairs. 
We are in entire sympathy with those apprehen- 
sions which have arisen from the St. Paul receiver- 
ship and other cases. It has usually been true of rail- 
road receiverships that they have been controlled by 
the people who ruined the railroads, Joseph B. Last - 
man of the Interstate Commerce Commission stated 
before a Senate committee some time ago that this is 
one of the prime evils of the present system. Finan- 
cial adventurers and bankers first over-capitalize the 
roads and then squeeze out the people whose money 
they have used for the purpose of expansion. Only 
the manipulators do not lose in the end. 
Judge Faris is a jurist of exceptional qualities. He 
is not entirely in accord with the new bankruptcy 
law, which seriously trespasses upon the independ- 
ence of the courts. The Nation interprets the law as 
making the panel of available trustees by way of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission mandatory upon 
the courts. Judge Faris does not so interpret the 
law. He said when the Missouri Pacific case was be- 
fore him that he would appoint trustees for the sys- 
tem if the necessity arose, but at the time he sees no 
such necessity. He is meanwhile leaving the system 
in the hands of its operatives, and he no doubt will 
continue to leave it there until some other disposition 
of it becomes necessary. The Nation ig mistaken, we 
believe, in assuming that the Allegheny Corporation 
is in control or retains any power over the managers 
of the Missouri Pacific. 

must be remembered that the new bankruptcy 
law has not encountered a constitutional test. Cer- 
tainly it is debatable whether the ceurts can be so 
deprived of their function as they are by the proceed- 
ing under the new law, which implies compulsory ac- 
ceptance by the courts of available trustees named 
by the Interstate Commerce Commission. The com- 
mission, which sat n on the writing of the law, may 
or may not be entirely free from railroad influence. 
Only the courts are above that suspicion. 

We dare say the Nation will be better assured if 
it watches the progress of the Missouri Pacific case. 
It is, as we are, on the side of the public interest. 
Judge Faris is also on that side. We have followed 
his career from the time he went on the Federal 
bench, and we have never known him to deviate a 
hair’s breadth from that course.

HITLER ON OUR CHINESE POLICY. 

Chancellor Hitler, seeking to justify his policy 
against the Jews, points to America, says, “You, too,” 
and cites our Chinese immigration policy, If he can 
find any parallels in the two cases, Hitler is welcome 
to whatever comfort he may extract from them. 
First, however, he will have to show: That the Chi- 
nese have lived here since pre-Columbian days, as 
the Jews have lived in Germany since the Roman 
conquest, 1950 years ago. That Chinese have been 
numbered among our leading philosophers, writers, 
musicians, dramatists, bankers, business men, jur- 
ists, scientists, and have played a prominent role in 
the development of our country. That our Govern- 
ment, in addition to barring Chinese immigration, 
has closed Chinese places of business, confiscated the 
bank accounts of Chinese, driven their lawyers and 
doctors out of practice, forbidden them to hold public 
office and outlawed even their culinary customs. 

Hitler, we fear, can find no parallel in modern 
times for his actions, He will have to ¢urn the pages 
of history back to the Inquisition. 
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AN ARBORETUM TAKES FORM. 

The board of trustees of Shaw’s Garden has 
changed the name of its tract along the Meramec 
River from the Gray Summit Extension to the Mis- 
souri Botanical Garden Arboretum. This item of 
news in Director Moores annual report calls at- 
tention to a major scientific development which is 
coming about so quietly that St: Louis is virtually 
unaware of its existence.

THE ALABAMA VERDICT. 

The defense will seek an appeal in the second death 
sentence imposed upon Haywood Patterson, first of 
the seven Negro youths to be retsied in Alabama 
for alleged attacks upon two white women. All per- 
sons who place justice before racial antagonism will 
hope for a calmer consideration of the evidence in 
surroundings less chargéd with prejudice. The Unit- 
ed States Supreme Court, in ordering the retrials 
because the accused were denied proper defense by 
adequate counsel, pointed out that the first trials, 
“from beginning to end, took place in an atmosphere 
of tense; hostile and excited public sentiment.” The 
deficiency of counsel was, of course, one manifesta- 
tion of that sentiment. 

There was little improvement in the atmosphere 
at the second trial. It was held at Decatur, a rural 
community similar to Scottsboro, instead of in less 
benighted Birmingham, as defense counsel asked. At 
Decatur, there was the same fear of lynching, the 
same need for special guards armed with machine 
guns, the same threats against prisoners’ counsel. 
The prosecution frankly played on the region’s preju- 
dice, not only against the Negro, but against outsid- 
ers, and even against Jews, whose money, the Solici- 
tor said, had purchased evidence for the ; 

More than the lives of the ignorant, rate boys 
is at issue in the case, and this explains why it has 
become a cause celebre throughout the world. Sec 


tionalism, bigotry and prejudice obviously have played| 


a greater part in the proceedings than all the weight 
of evidence. One witness, Ruby Bates, repudiated her 
previous testimony against the boys. Testimony of 
the other, Victoria Price, was questioned by the Judge 
in hig charge to the „ That both were “women 
of easy virtue” should be considered in judging their 
credibility, he said. Thus, it would seém, the prose- 
cution’s case was materially weakened, if not totally 
demolished. Yet the jury found a verdict of guilty 
on its first ballot, then pronounced the extreme pen- 
alty, although it might properly, in view of the grave 
doubts as the boys’ guilt, have chosen any term in 
prison from 10 years up. 

Prejudice is a hideous blot upon America, whose 
founding fathers called it the home of freedom and 
equality. This disgrace ig at its worst in the rural 
South, where the Ku Klux Klan found green pastures, 
and where intolerance persists, despite the downfall 
of organized bigotry. The rural South, and hence, 
at least from the angle of the Buropean observer, 
the entire South and the nation, is on trial in this 
case. That prejudice again has temporarily tri- 
umphed is a seddening fact when the nation and the 
world need the solidarity of all sects and peoples 
more than ever before, 
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MICHIGAN AND PROHIBITION. 

It is singularly logical that Michigan should be the 
first state in the Union to repeal the eighteenth 
amendment, because it was in Michigan that some of 
the worst excesses of the dry era were committed. 
In Lansing, Mich., in 1927, one Fred Palm was sen- 
tenced to prison for life under the habitual criminal 
act, the charge against him being illegal possession 
of a single pint of liquor. In 1928, Mrs. Etta Mae 
Miller, who had borne 10 children, was sent to prison 
for lite, after having been found guilty of selling a 
small quantity of liquor. Three other liquor viola: 
tors received the same fate. 

The cases of Fred Palm anA Mrs. Miller received 
nation-wide attention. In response to the horror 
caused by such legal brutality, Gov. Green commuted 
the sentences of the five life-term prisoners to a term 
of seven and a half to 15 years, after the Legislature 
had amended the State criminal code to remove liquor 
offenses from the classification of felonies under 
which the life sentence is imposed. The phrase, “life 
for a pint,” coined from the case of Fred Palm, 
helped bring the country to a realization that pro- 
hibition had Torquemadized American law. 

We congratulate Michigan, long an Anti-Saloon 
League stronghold, for freeing itself from the tyran- 
ny of prohibition and for repudiating that leadership 
which brought the fair name of Michigan into tempo 
rary disrepute among all fair-minded citizens. 
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THE GRAND STANDS ROAR AGAIN.

HE work of the Roosevelt administration 
T. far falls into two grand divisions. 

In the first 30 days, the foundations have 
been laid for a restoration of confidence in 
the Federal Government. Within the past 
few days, the initial steps have been taken 
to promote international co-operation. It 
will be necesgary to enter almost immediate- 
ly a third field of effort, namely, a deliber- 
ate management of monetary policy involv- 
ing decisions about the expansion of credit, 


and the terms on which the United States 


will eventually return to a reformed interna- 
tional standard. 

The achievement of the administration in 
the first month may be summed up in some 
such way as this: The President brought 
unity into the Government by an over- 
whelming demonstration that Congress and 
public opinion would uphold the authority 
of the administration. This authority has 
been used (1) to reopen banks under what 


amounts to a moral guaranty by the Gov- 


ernment; (2) to restore the Federal credit 
by subduing the politically powerful vested 
interests which had been undermining it; 
() to provide relief of distress, through 
grants to localities, through a system of 
Federal outdoor relief, through measures to 
stop foreclosures of farms and small homes, 
and to facilitate agreements between debtors 
and creditors; (4) to initiate financial re- 
forms designed to impose higher standards 
of trusteeship upon bankers, promoters, 
brokers and others who are responsible for 
the care and management of other people’s 
money; (5) to prepare for a program of 
Government expenditure through public 
works designed to produce a direct increase 
of purchasing power. 


These mesaures had to come first because 
the first thing that had to be done. was to 
‘restore the authority and credit of the Gov- 
ernment. Until the Government had proved 
its capacity to control expenditure and its 


superiority over creditor and debtor inter- 


ests alike, it could not undertake more posi- 
tive measures to clear the channels of trade 
and raise the level of prices.

The world price level, which is what de- 
termines finally the level of domestic prices 
in all countries, is, therefore the central 
problem to be dealt with. It is not wholly 
clear as yet just how this problem can best 
be dealt with. But certain aspects of the 
immediate American approach to it are, I 
think, sufficiently evident to justify a few 
definite decisions. 


It is clear, for example, that when the 
United States was forced to suspend gold 
payments, it obtained a freedom of decision 
which it did not have before and could not 
honorably have assumed. It has not used 
that freedom constructively. Partly through 
lack of leadership in the Federal Reserve 
System, partly through the lack of a clear 
policy for these matters in the Treasury, 
the United States today has all the disad- 
vantages of being off the gold standard 
without the advantages. ! 

Instead of allowing the dollar to find its 
own level in relation to sterling and the 
franc and of expanding credit to offset de- 
flation, as Britain and France did when 
they were driven off gold, the United States 
has been letting Britain, and even helping 
her, manage the dollar. We are thus in the 
rather absurd position of allowing the value 
of the dollar to be fixed in London in the 
interest of Britain and of the other nations 
on the sterling standard. 

The time is at hand, therefore, when thé 
United States should assume control of it 
own monetary policy, so that, when the mo- 
ment comes to currencies interna- 
tionally, we shall not make the "nistake that

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| IF YOU ASK 
MV OPINION 
By MARTHA CARR 


Dear Mrs. Carr: 

ERHAPS the question I shall 

ask is a little out of your line, 

but, after all, there is nothing 
like trying. 
I intend to plant quite a few 
flowers this spring and would like 
to know what would be a pretty, 
yet not too expensive flower to bor- 
der along the sidewalk. 

A FOLLOWER. 


It would depend, somewhat, upon 
whether you want to make it an 
annual or a perennial border. Even 
if you wish to establish the border 
permanently, however, the annuals 
will help to give you an early bloom. 
And again, you must decide wheth- 
er this shall be a ribbon border; 
that is, the flowers on long straight 
bands or whether you like the 
masses and clumps of things—a 
sort of tapestry effect. 

For low masses of color there are 
a number of lew and early flower- 
ing annuals, some of which will 
flower in from five weeks to two 
months from the sowing of the seed 
in the open; and sooner, if we set 
out plants that have been started 
from seed in window-boxes. 

One of the quickest of all to flow- 
er is the dwarf annual phlox (phiox‘ 
drumondi). It grows te a height of 
a foot or more and is most ef- 
fective when it is planted in separ- 
ate colors. There is a dwarf type 
which grows only about six inches 
tall. 

For masses of pure white, sweet 
alyssum, which blooms from early 
summer to late fall, even until it is 
covered by the snow, is unsur- 
passed. 

If one cares for the masses of 
color in a little more height—there 
are flowers which bloom as early 
as April and May, and are semi- 
hardy, these are the wall flowers. 
Sweet alyssum with wall flowers 
back of them made a pretty white 
and gold border. And blue ageratum 
planted between, would make of a 
ribbon border a thing of beauty. 

Other flowers which hold out to 
the very end of fall are calendu- 
las, calliopsis, marigolds and zin- 
nias. 

If you do not wish to waste your 
efforts, have your ground properly 
made and buy the best seeds. 

When I see so many good back 
yards going to waste for the lack 
of color and bloom, I wonder why 
the owners or renters of such 
places do not at least make a bor- 
der along the fences or walls. 
Sometimes there are children in 
these homes who do not know the 
names or colors of a single flower. 
It is an education and a privilege 
to grow up with a garden.

The 
author, one Elizabeth Raffald, 
identifies herself as former house- 
keeper for the Hon. Lady DBliza- 
beth Warburton to whom the book 
is dedicated; and on the title page 
appears the assurance that the 
volume is “wrote purely from 
Practise” and contains nearly 800 
original receipts most of which 
never appeared in print.“ 

“Permit me; Honoured Madam,” 
runs the dedication “to lay before 
you a Work for which I am am- 
bitious of obtaining Your Lady- 
ship’s Approbation. 

“It would be a still greater En- 
couragement should my Endeavors 
for the Service of my Sex be hon- 
oured with the favorable Opinion 
of .so good a Judge of Propriety 
and Elegance as your Ladyship— 
and I think myself happy in being 
allowed the Honour of subscribing 
Madam, Your Ladyship's Most 
Dutiful, Most Obedient and Most 
Humble Servant.” The signature of 
the author appears in faded purple 
ink at the beginning of Chapter 
which is devoted to “Observa- 
tions on Soups.” 


HIS particular copy of “The 

Experienced English House- 

keeper” is the property of Dr. 
R. R. Vaughan, a St. Louis den- 
tist who lives at 42064 Cleveland 
avenue. It was brought to this 
country by Dr. Vaughan’s mother 
in 1838 when; as a girl of eighteen, 
she made the long journey to the 
New World from. her home in the 
little town of Greenock on the 
River Clyde in Scotland. The cook- 
book apparently was a parting 
gift to Miss Margaret McNaught 
from her aunt, Miss Ann Liddall, 
whose name appears several times 
on the fly-leaf. | 

A year or so after her arrival 
in Richmond, Va., Margaret mar- 
ried a young lawyer, Richard C. 
Vaughan. The pair came to make 
their home at Glasgow, Mo., and 
later moved to Lexington, Mo., 
where they passed the remainder 
of their lives. The cook-book, to- 
gether with other ancient volumes 
and family heirlooms came into 
Dr. Vaughan’s possession on his 
mother’s death in 1887. 

The yellowed pages of the En- 
glish Housekeeper are replete with 
expressions that conjure up pic- 
tures of the England of Tom 
Jones and Clarissa Harlowe, of Col- 
onel Newcome and Samuel Pick- 
wick. Tansy pudding and flum- 
mery, sippets and morels, what- 
ever they are or may have been— 
toffing pans and salamanders fig- 
ure prominently in the manual 
which is designed to “please both 
the Eye and Palate without the 
use of Pernicious Things for the 
Sake of Beauty.” 

“The Receipts for Confectionary,” 


any twentieth century advertising 
specialist, “are such as I daily sell 
in my own shop which any lady 

may examine at pleasure.” 
Throughout the book are refer- 
ences that point to a mode and 
manner of life far removed from 
our own... A recipe “to roast a pig,” 
for example, begins with instruc- 
tions to “stick your pig just over 
the breastbone, run your knife to

Sexual Hormones 


HE kinship of all living matter 

and particularly of the animal 

and vegetable world, once again 
has been demonstrated ingenious- 
ly. a3 

By the use of one of the so-called 
sexual hormones, the hyacinth, the 
lily of the valley and the arum lily 
were made to undergo precocious 
growth and flowering. : 

In this experiment, two sets of 
plants of each kind were cultivated. 
One set was permitted to grow 
under normal conditions, while to 
the soil of the other set was added 
one of the extracts of the several 
glands of internal secretion. 

It was found that these plants 
which were subjected to the influ- 
ence of the sexual hormone grew 
more rapidly, flowered luxuriantly, 
and in the case of the arum lily, 
were even made to flower a second 
time after the first blossom with- 
ered. | 

Equally interesting is the ‘isola- 
tion of an oil containing what is 
called follicular hormone from peat, 
coal and petroleum. This hormone 
is identical with that derived from 
animals and humans.
